Rescue Wheat Is 
Available This Fall 


Sawfly resistant wheat for the farm- 
ers of Southern Alberta is now avail- 
able. The new variety “Rescue”, de- 
veloped at the Swift Current Experim- 
ental Station, was grown this year on 
21 farms in Southern Alberta and 
there is a fair amount for general dis- 
tribution this fall. 

Rescue wheat is recommended only 
for those districts where sawfly has 
become a problem. It is not desirable 
in districts where heavy growth is 
usual as it has a tendancy to lodge. 
In our tests it has yielded almost as| 
much as Thatcher and more than 
Marquis and is satisfactory as a com- 
bine wheat. However, the results of 
baking tests will not permit a higher 
grade than No. 3 Northern. This is a 
serious defect of the variety but owing
